RUSSIAN NORTH ARMY 
WITHOUT BREAD; FLIGHT 


OF TROOPS FEARED 


Army Delegates Reported to Have 


HecbmnK'nded TVlthdravfal to 


Procnt General Bout 


By Associated Press. 


LONDON, Nov. 27.—The Russian 


army ou the northern front has hatl 
no bread for several days, according 
to reports received in Petrograd and 
transmitted by the correspondent of 
the Daily Express, and only two or 
three days' supply of army biscuits 
is on hand. 


The army delegates are reported to 


have recommended the withdrawal oi 
the troops in order to prevent a gen- 
eral flight with its consequent ei- 
cesses. Instead of 100 cars of food ar- 
riving daily at the Dvinsk front, only 
20 have been received. 


Largo numbers of troops being mop- 


ed to different places have been stop- 
ped by the removal of sections of 
railroad tracts, to prevent 
their 


reaching Petrograd. They were stop- 
ped at towns where food could aot bo 
obtained.
